All but CouncUman Rick Carr, voted in favor of 
the ordinance that requires anyone seeking a 
liquor. license for drinking on'premiscs in a 
“comraerrial'or'light'manafacturing zone, to first 
obtain a special-use permit, which would require 
public hearings.

'^r‘dce1ry,“c'dhWmence'ahR“irqu ‘stbfos' iii 
commercial and light manufacturing zones. \ 
"Carf said tKd^rdmance”wbidd'requir« ensUng 
businesses wanting to expand to go through the 
permit process. 

He also questioned the fact that the City 
. Council has^not heard any comment on the issue 
from restaurant or bar owners. 

The ordinance does not affect existing 
businesses otherwise, said Community 
Development Director LaMar Orton. 

Complaints about several bars in commercial 
zones, including the Royal Lounge, prompted the 
ordinance, Orton said. 

Seyeral complaints came from neighbors Y'ho 
did no t like the noise of two or three of the late- 


night businesses, Orton said. 

‘As.it'Slands right now, bars arc outright 
"^rmittod in a commercial zone,” he said before 
the tmaring. 

. On Sept. 1, the. Planning and Zoning 
Commission voted 6-2 against recommending that 
the City Council approve the ordinance. '

Hugo liammers Puerto Rico hard

SAN JUAN; Puo'rto Rico — Hurricane 
Hugo's 125 mph . winds pounded Puerto 
Rico Monday aRcr ripping across other 
islands in the eastom-Caribbean, leaving 
nt lonst 14 peo ple dead and tens of 
thousands homeless. . 

The National Weather Service soid 
Hii^lho'most powerful 'storm'tohit thc- 
region this decade, slammed into the 
eastern tip of Puerto Rico and skirted the 
northern coast before roaring to the west-. 
northwest toitlhrd the edge of the 
Dominican Republic and the Bahamas. 

Late, Monday, -Puerto Rico Gov. 
Hernandez Colon said he will ‘ask 
President Bush to declare the island a 
disaster area” allcr a'lour showed at least 
27,900 people were mode homeless by the 
.storm. 

Colon and Police Supcrintchdant Ismael 
Betancourt said there were no immediate 
reports of hurricane-related deaths but 
that poor communications across the 
island prevented any definitive reports on 
■ 'damogc dr casuaUie.Hr': ” 

Hugo is expected to hit the northeastern 
coast of the Dominican Republic, which 
shares the island of Hispaniola with Koiti. 
Civil defense authorities in the Dominican 
Republic declared a 'state of emergency 
and the country’s four international 
airports were closed. 

Bob Sheets, director of the National 
- Hurricane Center in Coral Gables, Fla., 
said Monday evening it's still too early to 
tell if Hugo will strike the U.S. mainland. 

At 7 p.m. MDT, the center of the 
hurricane was about 110 miles northwest

Hurricane Hugo’s winds overturned 
cars and stripped roofs off houses and 
brnce buildings and-sent chunks of 
concrete plunging into streets in San 
Jiien, where one-third of the U.S, 
commonwealth’s 3.3 million people live. 
Fifty airplanes were reported destroyed 
at the oirport in Isla Verde. 


There was widespread damage in San 
Juan's Condado Beach area, the site of 
mony of the island's largo tourist hotels: 
Shattered glass, strips of roofing and . 
overturned trees littered the streets, and 
leWdViVers'VCTiturcd out in their vehicles. 

Hugo cut power ond disrupted 
international communications to the 
Island. 

One woman in a San Juan high-rise told 
radio station WOSO of watching sections 
of the city darken one after another as the 
high winds and heavy rains moved across 
San Juan. Widespread power outages also 


were reported in the, Dominican Republic. 

•There were no immediate reports of 
cnsualtics in Puerto Rico although one 
man was electrocuted Sunday while 
trying to remove u television antenna as . 
he prepared for the storm. — 

Bands of people, mostly youths, looted 
storm-damaged shops in San Juan and 
police patrols were reinforced at the main 
Post Office, political party offices and 
shopping areas. 

The storm blew out the windows in the 
AP olTico on a peninsula between the sea 
and San Juan harbor.

In helping fight President 
Bush’s war on illicit drugs, 
Cheney said the Defense 
Department will emphasize 
stopping drugs from entering the 
couintry, but will also help fight 
drug abusq^ond aid other nations 
in attacking drugs at their source. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff are 
working out the details of the 
pbo^raTn, which will inriude' 
beefed-up border rad^fr,

Until now, the Pentagon’s role

Those 
efforts have varied from state to 
slate.

He said he was hopeful that

president’ to inspect the clean-up 
cfTorto and predicted that Exxon 
would "come back" next spring if 
further clean-up was necessary.

Regan proposes currency change to Awart dealers 


.. -WASHINGTON f AP) - D n nnld T. R egan, who 
served as treasury secretary and W^tc House 
"chief of stafi* in the Reagan administration, pro- 
posed Monday that the government change the col- 
or or size of $50 and $100 bills to frustrate drug 
dealers with big accumulations of currency. 

Under Regan's proposal, the government would 
announce that the old bills would bo worthless in 10 
days. 

When people went to banks to exchange their 
bills for the now curreqey, records would ^ made 
of all transactions Involving more thon Sl.OOO — 
forcing drug dealers to cither give up vast fortunes 
or expose thomsolves to scrutiny by law cnforco- 


ment agencies.. 

“This would panic those with huge cosh, hold- 
ings,” Regan said in an article written for the op<d 
page of 'The New York Times. 

*If the cash is legitimate, no one should have any 
fear. Yea, it might cause confusion for a couple of 
months, but what honest citizen wouldn't be willing 
to put up with a little inconvenience so os to trap 
those criminals?” Regan wrote.

■ support as he waged war against the

his battle against liberalism and 
injastico is not over. 

In his ofiice at the foot of Capitol

First-time sky diver won't jump again

AMERICAN-FORK. Utah (AP) - 


Richard Lcishman knew the minute 
he left the plane that his first 
parachute jump would be his last. 
That was before he fell -l.OOO feet 
with a malfunctioning chute. 

“Realistically speaking, it's a real 
safe sport, he said from his bed at 
American Fork Hospital. “I juat 
happened to be one of the unlucky 
ones.” 

. Lcishmon, 27, decided to try sky 
diving while on vacation here from 
Torrance, Calif. 

A week ago, ho took a four-hour 
sky diving doss ot Cedar Valley 
Airport, and after r eceiv ing a f ew 
la'st^Triulc poinfers Saturday 
morning, ho was ready, for his first 
jump. 

“Wien I jumped out of tho plane, 1 
— know-1-waB-not-going-to.sky divo-, 
again,” ho said. “I decided then that 
this was not for me." 

Once out of tho piano, Loishman 
had no choice but to go through with 
a 5, 000-foot “assisted free fail." At 
4,000 feet, two instructors who were 
falling with him pulled his parachute 
rip cord.

happened next, but said he was 
unable to properly maneuver the 
parachute. Still, he^thought he had 
sufllcicnt control t^t he didn't pull 
his backup chute.
